Livestock Brand Serving The Public 
[ nspection Act pas S ed ‘Help Wanted”’ columns these bet reveal that, even in office 


The Livestock Brand In- 
spection Act was passed by 
the Alberta Legislature re- 
cently to provide the de- 
partment of agriculture with 
a means of obtaining records 
of all branded cattle and 
horses that are sold, slaugh- 
tered or shipped out of the 
province. 

It comes into force on 
September 1, 1971 and will 
replace the Stock Inspection 
Act which is no longer ade- 
quate to deal with Alberta’s 
rapidly expanding cattle in- 
dustry. 

The new act states that 
anybody moving cattle or 
horses by truck, or on foot, 
to a community pasture, for- 
est reserve, feedlot or any 
type of market must pro- 
vide his brandinspector with 
a manifest, describing the 
animals. A manifest is a 
document similar to a bill 
of lading, presently being 
used by public service ve- 
hicles. 

The information contained 
in the manifest will be used 
by the department ofagricul- 
ture in their computerized 
record keeping system, de- 
signed to facilitate the im- 
mediate retrieval of brand 
and sale data. These mani- 
fests will be supplied, free 
of charge, to all livestock 
producers by the depart- 
ment, 

The Livestock Brand In- 
spection Act also states that 
all cattle and horses being 


shipped out of the province 
must have their brands read 
before they are loaded. 

This provision will enable 
the department to keep are- 
cord of animals that have 
been exported, and is de- 
Signed to protect Alberta 
ind ranchers against theft 

Any cattle Moved from a 
farm or ranch to a custom 
feedlot must now have their 
brands inspected upon their 
arrival at the feedlot. Im- 
plementation of this provis- 
ion was made necessary by 
the large number of cattle 
which now go directly to a 
commercial feedlot without 
passing through a market. 

Another provision of the 
new act makes it mandatory 
for anyone who has stray 
cattle or horses on his pre- 
mises to notify the brand 
owner, or the brand in- 
Spector, or to impound the 
animals within a seven day 
period, 

A person who fails to com- 
ply with this provision ofthe 
act is subject to a fine upon 
conviction, Under the pound 
laws in this province it is 
not compulsory to impound 
a stray animal. 

The present act also states 
that anybody who buys or 
sells cattle or horses must 
do so under his own name. 
Since all sales from now on 
Will be recorded by the de- 
partment of agriculture’s 
computer retrieval pro- 
stam, it is essential that 
correct names be used. 

The new act states that 
anybotty buttherii® cattle or 
horses for resale must have

the Slaughtering before he 
ls eligible for License
